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1. In August 1949, Japanese repatriates from the USSx began to report the 
appointment of warshal Airill Afanasevich neratsxov* an Soviet military 
adviser to the Chinese Communists. ven before the official announcement 
of the establishment.of the Communist Peiping government, the Marshal was 
said to have been accepted by the Chinase Communists. 


2. From 1945 to 1947 Larshal seretskov was conmander of Primorski (aaritimne) 
ilitary District and was closely associated with the Chinese Communists 
in the Northeast, since his command included Port Arthur and Dairen as vell 
as North Korea. In early 1549 he wos appointed commander of the l.oscow 
iidlitary District and left the Far Bast. 


3. Chinese Communists in Canton noted that Karshal Meretskov was 10+ included 
among the officisis at warshal Tolbuchin's funeral in October 1949, nor in 
the group who greeted Chinese Communist Ambassador WANG Chia-heiang, despite 
the fact that ho is a close friend of WANG's, From thess ciroumatances thoy 
assume that he has left soscow, and since .eretsxov is one of the high 
ranking Soviet officials reputedly best acquainted with Far kastern affairs, 
they conclude that he is probably acting aa adviser in Peiping, although no 
official announcement of his presence has been made.+*
